crease in Production Cost 


and Increase in Wages.

MOSCOW, April 1.—The nation?! 
/ that make up the Soviet Union to- 
day celebrated the completion of 
the five-year plan in petroleum 
production in two and one-half 
years. 

There was no recognition in the 
celebration. and in the newspaper 
articles and speeches which accom- 
panied it of the tremendous prob- 
lem of overproduction in other pe- 
troleum-producing countries. 


The newspapers devoted most of 
their space to boasting of the 
achiev ements of the socialistic sys- 
‘tem and featuring the Government 
claim to be second to the United 
States in petroleum: production. 

Government figures show apro- 
duction of more than. 58,000 metric 
tons daily, compared with 57,000 
scheduled for the last year of the 
five-year plan. 

The total production for - 1931 
was set at more than 27,000,000 
tons and at above 46,000,000 tons 
for 1933. 

The Government announced that 


39 per cent and that the quality of 
the product has greatly improved. 
There are more than 72,000 oil 
workers in the fields with the ex- 
pectation that. there. will be more 
than 81,000 before the end. of the 
year. Wages average about $53 
monthly, which is an increase of 
13% per cent in two and one-half 
years. 

The Soviet Union is having dif- 
ficultics in coal preduction and 
transportation. Because of the 
shortage of labor in Moscow, 5000 
students are giving five days of 
each month without pay to work 
in locomotive shops.

St. Louis Counsel Says Ruling Will 
Lower Returns. 

Charles J. Dolan,-counsel for the 
St: Louis City Board of Equaltiza- 
tion, said today of the action of the 
State Board of Equalization: 

“This action was taken by @ 8- 
to-2 vote, being ‘supported by 
Treasurer Brunk, Secretary of State 
Becker and Attorney-General Shar- 
tel, and opposed by Gov. Caulfield 
and Auditor Thompson. It will not 
be binding on the Board of Equal- 
ization after the withdrawal of Mr. 
Brunk, and may be reversed after 
that change takes place. 

“A bill is pending in the Senate, 
designed to fix a rule as to deduc- 
tions from the taxable capital 
stock of banks which hold non-tax- 
able securities through holding 
companies. This bill limites such 
deductions to 40 per cent, requir- 
ing a return of at least 60 per cent 
of the capital stock, surplus and 
undivided profits. The resolution 
of the State Board of Equalization 
proposes to establish a 60 per cent 
standard of all the banks, regard- 
less of the holding company fea- 
ture. If placed in effect, it will re- 
sult, in my opinion, in a net reduc- 
tion of the tax returns from banks, 
and not in an increase as stated by 
Mr. Shartel. The increase in the 
assessment of the St. Louis banks 
was made by agreement with our 
local Board of Equalization, with- 
out reference to this action of the 
State Board. Hence it should not 
be included in any estimate of the 
result of the State Board’s action.”

Mail Widely Scattered. 

Tt came to light that ane of the 
18 pouches of mail carried by the 
plane was found beneath the brok- 
en wing, which fluttered to earth 
a quarter of a mile from the main 
wreckage. Other pouches were 
scattered about the ground. 

Sheriff Art Deering told the jury 
he had recovered the revolvers car- 
ried by the pilots. 

Frye said that an air liner’s chief 
pliot is required by the Transcon- 
tinental & Western Air, Inc., to 
have flown 2000 hours. A co-pilot 
may be employed with less flying 
time. 

Frye said he never had heard of 
a wing of this type breaking off 
before. 

Arthur Baker, 22, who galloped 
two miles from the scene of the ac- 
cident to relay word of the disaster 
by telephone; Seward H. Baker,‘$0, 
his brother, and C. H. McCracken 
and Clarence Carpenter, were called 
as witnesses. McCracken and Car- 
penter were afoot feeding cattle 
about a mile away.

Just an instant after the plane came 
out of the clouds the wing followed 
it. The wing fluttered away in the 
wind and landed éast of the plane.” 

There was no fire, indicating the 
Air 
pilot, Robert Fry, had switched off 
the engines. The plane, which had 
left Kansas City little more than 
an hour. before, was shattered 
against the ground, its motors part- 
ly buried. 

Jess Mathias, Los Angeles, the 
co-pilot, signaled by radio a_ few 
minutes before the crash that he 
did not have “time to talk.’ 

“What are you going to do?” he 
was asked by an operator at the 
Wichita municipal airport. 

“Tt don’t know,” Mathias an- 
swered. 

Three bodies were found in the 
wreckage. The other five were 
thrown free. H. J. Christen and J. 
H. Hhapper of Chicago; Spencer 
Goldthwaite, New York, and C. A. 
Robrecht, Wheeling, W. Va., were 
the others killed. | 

The bodies of Rockne and W. B. 
Miller of Hartford, Conn., two of 
the eight victims of the crash, 
were placed aboard a Santa Fe 
train at Strong City at 4:45 a. m. 
today. Funeral services for Rockne 
will be held at South Bend, Ind., 
but the date is uncertain. Miller 
will be buried in Lawrence, Mags. 
Dr. Jacob Hinden, Chase County 
Coroner, released the bodies last 
night. 

Dr. D. M. Nigro, Kansas City, 
Notre Dame graduate and close 
friend of the famous coach, and 
Rockne’s two sons, William, 15 
years old, and Knute Jr., 12, were 
passengers on the funeral train.

Pilots Attribute the Crash to Struc- 
tural Weakness. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CTY, Mo., April 1.— 
Air pilots here who investigated 
the crash of the transport plane 
which killed Knute Rockne and 
seven others expressed the opinion 
today that structure failure, caused 
by a terrific strain on the wing of 
the big Fokker monoplane was re- 
sponsible for the tragedy. 

From a survey of the wreckage 
and stories told by witnesses, they 
said it appeared Pilot Robert Fry, 
coming down blindly through the 
clouds, nosed the ship up sharply 
as he neared the ground, and the 
terrific jerk. amplified by applica- 
tion of power from the three mo- 
tors, tore away the right section 
of the wing. 

“T don't believe ice played a very 
important part in the accident,” 
said Dr. John D. Brock of Kansas 
City, who made his 60lst consecu- 
tive daily flight in all kinds of 
weather to reach the scene of the 
crash near Bazadr, Kan. 

“It appears to have been simply 
a case of structural failure, due to 
a great stress placed on the ship. 
Evidently the plane was pulled up 
too suddenly.” 

Dr. Brock’s view was shared by 
Pilot Barton Stevenson, who flew 
to’ the scene, and others.

000,000 from the Holt Co. in an 
action filed with the United States 
Court of Claims. A special master 
in that proceeding found against 
him and the United States Supreme 
Court accepted the Special Master's 
report and declined to review the 
case, 
| Paridy’s suit alleges he conceived 
| the idea of a vehicle operating on 
an endless track in 1892 and that 
he later perfected a. model which 
in 1899, by unlawful means, came 
tnto the hands of Benjamin Holt. 
The tractors which Holt later man- 
ufactured, Paridy alleges, were de- 
veloped from this model.

It is charged that they caused 
Field's indictment for émbezzle- 
ment in November) 1926, waiting 
until Stone became a member of 
the grand Jury. 

Then, in January, 1927, it is 
charged, Anderson and Schmid pro- 
posed to Field that if he would 
turn over his stock in the Finance 
Co., 30 parcels of Wood River (Tll.) 
real estate, and $1000 in cash, the 
indictment would be dismissed. Un- 
der the stress of great nervous 
strain caused by business difficul- 
ties, arrest and indictment, the pe- 
tition relates, Field complied with 
the proposal, the indictment was 
nolle prossed, and the property was 
sold to satisfy claims of the Na- 
tional City Bank. 

Field, according to his attorneys, 
A. G. Schumacher and Clarence G. 
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the petition, his business réputation 
has been destroyed by the alleged 
couspiracy although both he and 
the defendants were aware that he 
was not guilty of any criminal act. 

Commenting on Field's charges, 
Schmidt told the Post-Dispatch, 
“there is absolutely no justification 
for this suit. I certainly had noth- 
ing to do with the indictment of 
Field. My only interest was to col- 
lect some money due the bank from 
the Republic Finance Corporation, 
which ‘still owes us $9000. Field 
has threatened to sue for a long 
time, and recently asked that we 
settle with him for $1000, then 
$500, and finally came down to 
$250. I Aold him we owed him 
nothing, and had nothing to settle.”

The third son, Robert Laughlin 
of Chicago, received a bequest of 
$50,000 in trust. The remainder of, 
the estate was divided between the 
widow, Mrs. Ora B. Laughlin, 
Judge Laughlin’s second wife, who 
received a $100,000 trust fund, and 
several other individuals and ob-— 
jects. 

To “Gertrude O’Harran, who 
gave eight of the best years of her 
life in the struggle to preserve my 
own,” Judge Laughlin left his 23- 
acre Ashland estate, noting previ- 
ous gifts of a piano and an auto- 
mobile. 

Other bequests fncluded: Clara 
Haynes, $25,000; Lottie Schultz and 
Mrs. Grace Crandall, $15,000; Hen- 
rietta Gibbons, $5000; Betty Louise 
Brownfield, his wife’s niece, $10,- 
000, and $10,000 to’ the Chicago’ 
Woman’s Shelter. 

In his will, former Judge Laugh- 
lin said he learned some time prior | 
ito 1916 that Elmer and Randolph | 
| had started attachment proceedings | 
| against some St. Louis property | 
|ostensibly' to protect the interest 
‘of Lottie Schultz, to whom, as 
stated, he bequeathed $15,000. The

Former Judge Laughlin, who 
died at his home near Ashiand last 
week, was 83 years old. He once

His son Elmer, who was named 
after the late Federal Judge Adams.

U. S. PROSECUTOR LISTS 
THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS IN 
CHICAGO CONTRACT GRAFT 


G. E. Q. Johnson Distloses Huge Sums in Ar- 
bitrary Charges Added to Cost of 
Work by Contractors. 


CHICAGO, April i.—Detalling 
corrupt contracts entered into with 
municipalities and in which con- 
tractors received exorbitant prof- 
its, which he intimated were not 
all retained by themselves, United 
States District Attorney George E.. 
Q. Johnson recently outlined in an 


address before the Better Business 
Bureau a remedy which, he sug- 
gested, would protect the public 
from graft amounting to millions 
of dollars annually. ! 

Citing the ease with which th 
Federal Government is able to de- 
tect and successfully prosecute 
cases of fraud by laying bare the 
taxpayers’ books and records, John- 
son advocated legislation which 
would put the State in the same 
advantageous position. 

Under his plan, it would be made 
a condition that any one contract- 
ing with a municipality for the 
performance of a contract must 
keep records in a@ manner pre- 
scribed by a comptroller or a bu- 
reau of audit. These records would 
always be open to those responsible 
for the auditing thereof, and also 
upon the proper application to the 
prosecuting officer of the county, 
so that in case of fraud he could 
select auditors and investigators to 
audit the records. He also advocat- 
ed that the matter should go 50 
far that on proper application a 
taxpayer might intervene and ex- 
amine the records and in all cases 
the examination should extend to 
subcontractors.

which the contractors realized enor- 


mous profits. In one case he cited 
a contract awarded for $319,000, 
the profit being $260,000; another 
job was let for $739,000 end the 
contractor’s profit was $595,090.

tor’s cost $596,023.45, leaving a 
profit of $215,176.55.

ment, a history will be written of 
Chicago beginning with the year 
1922 and ending with the year 1928, 
which will be designated as the 
period of the greatest corruption in 
local government. It will also mark 
the period of the development of 
organized crime, and when I use 
the term “organized crime,’ I mean 
the type of violations which make 
a business of crime. 

“Crime should interest you, for 
the burden of it on the nation is 
three times greater annually than 
the entire annual budget of our 
nationa] Government. 

Different Types of Crime. 

“Before coming to the real sub- 
ject that I wish to discuss, I think 
it might be profitable to make a 
brief analysis of the different types 
of crime that we have to deal with. 

“The police of the city give their 
attention to crimes of violence, or 
what I term sporadic crime. About 
this type of crime there ifs nothing 
particularly new or startling, ex- 
cept the increase and the shocking- 
ly large numbers of our youth who 
fall into temptation. To deal with 
this is a matter of police surveil- 
lance, a correction of the conditions 
which breed crime, a closer atten- 
tion to the environment of our 
youth, an awakening on the part of 
parents to their responsibilities and 
an understanding on the part of 
all that the moral training of the 
young must be emphasized as it has 
never been emphasized before. 

“In the last 30 years we have 
made a tremendous advance in the 
administration of our public health 
service with a most gratifying de- 
crease in contagious diseases and 
a lowering of the death rate that 
speaks most eloquently for the suc- 
cess of this work. In the next 
30 years I predict that a great ad- 
vance will be made in police ad- 
ministration, and when our city 
police departments are as free and 
independent in the performance of 
their duties as the health depart- 
ments are, the effect on crime will 
be as gratifying as have been the 
results in the administration of 
our health departments. 

“tT have no sympathy with those 
who say that our city police de- 
partment is all bad, for that is not 
true. Chicago has police who are 
honest and as capable as any in 
the world, but it has in its mem- 
bership both officers and men who 
are dishonest and unfit 

Crime That Preys on Business. 

“J wish briefly to touch upon

prey on business. With the fiscal: 


year ending June 30, 1930, there 
were 60,548 bankruptcy cases con- 
liabilities of 
$948,257,731.90, which represented 
a direct loss to business. Divi- 
dends paid in the administration of 
these bankrupt estates averaged 
over 8.63 per cent, making a net 
loss to commerce of $866,430,- 
267.50. It is roughly estimated 
that $650,000,000 of this amount 
represents some type of fraud, and 
when we bear in mind that the 
figures I have called your attention 
to did not represent / liquidations 
which were made by private as- 
signments and creditors’ commit- 
tees, the burden borne by business 
becomes very outstanding. 


“To protect credit a very fine 
support has been given by the 
Fraud Prevention Department of 
the National Association of Credit 
Men in the examination of corrupt 
failures and the acquisition of 
credit by dishonest means. This 
bureau since 1925 has been in- 
terested in the investigation, of this 
type of frauds, with the result that 
1092 defendants have been con- 
victed in the Federal Courts. I 
cite this as an illustration of the 
co-operation that associations such 
as this are in a position to give 
public officials. 


“T have in mind one case that 
came through the Féderal Courts 
here where dishonest men with a 
crooked purpose secured the con- 
trol of a very fine little corpora- 
tion and in about 45 days pur- 
chased goods for approximately 
$350,000. These goods were im- 
mediately reconsigned to confed- 
erates in New York and disap- 
peared. This same group of men 
had participated in 18 bankruptcies 
of that type in six years. Most of 
them were apprehended, convicted 
and sentenced to prison. 


“The Racket” a New Phase. 


“Another form-of crime that 
business suffers from is what is 
commonly called ‘the racket.’ In 
dealing with this we are dealing 
with a new phase of criminal ac- 
tivity. Racketeering, in the main, 
evidences a high degree of intelli- 
gence and. organization employed 
in the commission of crime. The 
confederates of the racketeers are 
the sluggers, bombers and gunmen, 
all of whom work for-hire. When 
we deal with this type of viola- 
tion we are dealing with organized 
crime, and it may be helpful to 
analyze the general situation. for a 
moment, 


“The great sums of money that 
have come into the hands of these 
lawless people presents a new prob- 
lem to law enforcement officials, 
for this money is put to very prac- 
tical purposes to further their con- 
spiracies. Corruption of those upon 
whose shoulders has been placed 
the responsibility for the enforce- 
ment of law; the use of money to 
destroy evidence and to intimidate 
witnesses, and to send them beyond 
the jurisdiction of the court: the 
silencing of the lips of witnesses 


by the seal of death when they have 


had the courage to testify. 

“Because of the large profits 
from this type of criminal activity, 
courage, enterprise and intelligence 
on the part of this motley aggrezga- 
tion has been extended into other 
fields of privilege in a way we have 
never before known. 


A Law Enforcement Problem. 


“I have stated many times and 
I repeat again with emphasis that 
the only remedy for this type of 
crime is to make it impossible for 
the persons engaged in it to make 
money, and no one should let their 
prejudice against the National 
Prohibition Act, or even against 
the gambling laws, enter into the 
situation, for it is a law enforce- 
ment problem and the problem can 
be solved only by taking the ‘easy 
money’ out of it. 

“Trade racketeering is of special 
{interest to business. A trade as- 
sociation is formed and the officers 
are usually men reputable in the 
community. The purpose is best 
stated by the Circuit Court of Ap- 


sociation case, where 16 racketeers 
were convicted and a number of 
its officers, who were reputable 
business men, given prison sen- 
tences, I cite, from the opinion 
of the court, some of the arbitrary 
rules: 

To not purthase candy from 
manufacturers who do not sup- 
port our association: 

To not purchase candy from 
sub-jobbers who do not support 

“our association; 

To not sell to any one who 
jobs candy and is not a mem- 
ber in good standing; 

To not sell candy to a jobber 
or sub-jobber who is not a mem- 
ber in good standing of the Chi- 
cago Association of Candy Job- 
bers. 

“To enforce their demands they 
resorted to bombing and slugging. 
The jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty against the officers of this 
association and the court sentenced 
them to a term of imprisonment.

Alexander, Ex-Grand Duke of Russia, in a Letter to the New York Times. 


HEN {I think of Russia, my country 
W nd my home—when I return spirit- 

ually and mentally to my beloved peo- 
ple, I forget the past, I forget that lama 
Grand Duke, and I only remember that [ 
am one of millions and, lke them, I am 
Russian 

I try hard to understand their new 
mentality, their desires and aims,’'and to 
be, in my thoughts, absolutely impartial 

Three years ago the rulers decided to 
change Russia into a powerful industrial 
and agricultural country. To achieve this 
aim a five-year program was elaborated and 
put into motion. This plan was a work 
of genius, but in order to realize it, three 
principal elements had to be In the hands 
of those who wished to transform their 
theory into an actuality: money, skilled la- 
bor and the vital power of workmen and 
peasants.

The whole of the populace is mobilized, 
conscripted, just as in time of war. But 
their enemies are in this case their own 
negative qualities: idleness, apathy, lack of 
discipline and knowledge. 
point of any foreigner, this imposition of 
work is forced labor which amounts to 
slavery, but from the point of view of the 
five-year plan creators, and probably from 
the younger part of the populace itself, this 
is only a necessary step toward the final 
victory for agricultura] and industrial free- 
dom. (Here an exception may be made of 
the concentration camps composed of so- 
called political prisoners in which forced 
labor amounting to slavery does exist.) 

To stimulate the populace toward this 
goal, endless propaganda its employed. It 
is 2 government to be compared with none 
other in the world. It is a board of di- 
rectors of a commercial and co-operative 
house which owns all the wealth of Russia: 
its woods, rivers, seas, mines and fields. 
Its resources are unlimited, because al) the 
money which was previously distributed 
among the people, thanks to interior and 
exterior commerce, goes into the safes of 
the state. 

Of course, the immense riches of Rus- 
sia always existed also under the regime 
of the Czars; but then it was impossible 
to take any such measures as those taken 
by the present rulers Any effort to aid 
er develop the country which smacked of 
the slightest enforcement was then met with 
absolu*e protest by the intellectual classes. 
Under the Czars liberty and individuality 
was preached at any cost. One was al- 
lowed to be free to live or to die, to work 
or not, to be lazy or clever or stupid. No 
one cared. But now times have changed, 


[I am eager to see the development of 
the future and toe observe what this new 
economic regime will bring to my people. 
Wil they be happy and prosperous? That 
is the only, important question, all the rest 
is merely incidental. 

I feel sure that the five-year@ pian will 
be realised. Perhaps not in five yeara, 
which is a short time for such a tremen- 
dous task; but surely in two or three years

{nto the forefront of world powers, al- 
though I do not approve of the ways and 
means employed to that end. 

To my mind the great error which the 
present rulers of Russia have made is in 
forgetting that not only has man a body 
but that he has a soul‘and its spirit. Thev 
teach the people that God does not exist, 
nor the soul, nor the spirit. They teach 
only a belief in matter, in the present life, 
in the reality of death The people are 
taught to hate al! who are not proletarians, 
they are nourished with loathing for these, 
their enemies. 

If the present rulers of Russia coul. be 
made to understand this basic truth of 
human life, they would begin a five-year 
program of spiritualization for the people, 
paying no heed to existing or organized re- 
ligions, but making an intensive propaganda 
for the religion of love (the law of love). 
They would employ all the limitless means 
at their command to show and prove to the 
people that nothing materia! gives real hap- 
piness without a spiritual background, 
which fs the only firm and safe ground on 
which materia] prosperity can be built.

This is the only true and sure way to 
peace and happiness. The life of a spiritua!- 
ly and materially civilized community can 
be founded on only three principal pillars: 
the religion. of love, the family and _ § in- 
dividual property—the private possession of 
enough to meet the exigencies of life. The 
family is the backbone of humankind. All 
other forms of existence, which inciude any 
practice of free love, belong to the animal 
kingdom, to which man, having emerged 
from it long ago, should not wish to return. 

The religion of love is the only one which 
will bring about the brotherhood of man. 
The ideals of communism will thus be 
reached in the only right way. The name 
of such a state will be called a spiritua! 
democracy, out of which a spiritually strong 
people will grow to assume the leadership 
of humanity. 

The rulers of Russia today are, therefore. 
on the wrong track. They have, I repeat, 
forgotten the essential, which is the sou! 
and spirit of the Russian people and of 
themselves. They are leading the people 
to self-negation, which is the most danger- 
ous error into which anyone can fall, be- 
cause it is futile to deny. defy or ignore our 
origin in the Supreme Power which is God. 
It is not futile because to do so would an- 
ger God and cause Him to punish us, but 
because being ourselves one with God, and 
with that power, we cannot work against 
it and achieve the positive results in life. 

We might as well deny the existence of 
the greatest material power of the world, 
electricity. as to deny our souls and the 
existence of the spirit and of its power. 
Neither can be seen. but both are there. 

I have tried to review the situaticn of 
my dear Russian people ffi a true light, 
not going into details of their life, not look- 
ing into their limitless sufferings and the 
sacrifices which they bring, or are forced 
to bring to the altar of their country. I 
feel no hate, no animosity toward anyone. 
But my bk bleeds, because I see that my

the beginning of my address I stat- 
ed that when the histofy of Chi- 
cago “is written the years from

cite some items taken from actual 
contracts that have been executed 
between various subdivisions of lo- 
cal government so that you may 
know just how serious the situa- 
tion is. The municipalities in- 
volved, the public officials involved, 
the contractors involved, and the 
time when these‘things took place 
must remain a secret with me. 
“These contraé¢ts, to which I am 
about to ¢all your attention, are of 
course among the worst. They are 
noj, however, the only ones; there 
are a very’ large number equally 
vicious, aggregating many millions 
of dollars. On the other hand, all 
contracts with local municipalities 
have not been dishonest; many ap- 
pear to be fair and honorable. 
Some Obviously Fradulent. 
“I will briefly point out some of 
these contracts which were obvi- 


ously fraudulent: 


“Contract No. 1, $811,200; con- 
tractor’s cost $596,023.45; profit, 
$215,176.55. 

“The contractor, as is typical in 
these cases, had withdrawn large 
Sums of money from the bank in 
currency ang these withdrawals 
of .cash had been arbitrarily 
charged to the cost. Thee was 
nothing to support these charges. 
In this form there was charged 
to labor, $76,825, and general ex- 
pense $91,172.20. These two items 
were actually no part of the cost 
of completing the contract. The 
contractor then, after disallowing 
these two items on the amount of 
this contract, had an actual profit 
of $382,000 on a contract of $811,-

Distribution of Profits a Mystery. 


“Now, of course, no one is un- 
sophisticated enough to believe 
that these enormous profits were 
retained by the contractors. How 
and in what manner they were dis- 
tributed will have to remain with 
you as a matter of conjecture. I 
have cite@ these figures only to 
impress upon you the seriousness 
of the situation. 


“This is no time to inflame pub- 
lic opinion or to inflame the pub- 
lic mind against public officials. 
Let me digress here for.a moment 
to say that nothing is so damag- 
ing as the constantly repeated 
phrase used in’ referring to men in 
public office, ‘they are all ‘alike.’ 
They are not all alike, thank God! 
Fer there are men in this city and 
in this country who are honest 
mén and honorable men, Who are 
rendering fine public service at 
great sacrifice and .whose patriot- 
ism is so pure and so high that 


the only reward they ask is’ the 
satisfaction they feel of work well 
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Seen 


done and a duty faithfully dis- 
charged. | 

- “Again, my real purpose in call-| 
ing your sattention to these un- 

pleasant facts is to suggest a rem- 
edy, a iegislative remedy, and one 
that in. my judgment would be ef- 
fective. ,I have been careful to 
refer to figures and situations 
against which the statute of lim- 
ftations has run, and EI respectful- 
ly ask that no guesses be made as 
to who or what they refer to. 

Taxpayers’ Records Laid Bare. 

‘When the Government -.enters 
into a situation with reference to 
income tax,.the taxpayers’ books 
and records are all laid bare. 
Whatever the source of the income 
is, if a proper tax has been paid 
the taxpayer reposes confidence in 
the Goverhment and tha secrets of 
the taxpayer are kept inviolate, ex- 
cept where he has made an at- 
tempt to falsify or to evade and 
defeat the taxr Then,.the mantle 
of secrecy is swept aside and the 
figures laid bare in a civil or crim- 
inal proceeding. 

“What I propose on behalf of 
my fellow citizens of this State is 
that you and I, as taxpayers, be put 
in a position where we may know 
exactly how the public business is 
done. ‘The idea is not new, for 
many states already have their bu- 
reaus of audit or comptrollers who 
audit the affairs of all municipal- 
ities. But the suggestion I have 
to make goes even further. then 
that. In this State crimes of this 
kind can be committed with im- 
punity, unless a co-conspirator 
should confess. . 

“The legislation we need on the 
subject is: To place the state in 


the same advantageous position 
that the Government is in -with 


‘reference to records. It should be 


dition that any one contract- 
agg with a muniicpality for the 
performance of @ contract should 
keep records in a manner pres- 
cribed -by a comptroller‘or a bureau 
of-—audit. These records should 
always be open to those respon- 
sible for the auditing thereof, and, 
also, on proper application to the 
prosecuting officer of the county, 
so that in case of fraud he could 
seelct auditors and investigators to 
audit the records and determine 
whether or not a fraud had: been 
perpetrated upon the municipality. 
Also, I think the matter should go 
so far that on proper application 
and under proper bond a taxpayer 
might intervene and exantine these 
records, and in all cases the exam- 
ination should extend to sub-con- 
tractorc.”

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OLD SENATE EMPLOYE 
DIES OF INJURIES 


F. B. Gorman Apparently 
Beaten and Robbed When 
on Visit to Chicago.

CHICAGO, Aprii i.—Frank B. 
Gorman, 60 years old, for 46 years 
an employe of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Congressional 


Library at Washington, died in a 
hospital today of injuries which 
police said he suffered either in a 
robbery or an accident. 

At the time of his death he was 
in charge of the reference roo..1 
in the Congressional Library.

Mr. Gorman came here a week 
ago to visit a brother, Phillip.

A $1500 diamond and 
sapphire ring, his watch and $75 
to $100 cash were reported missing 
after his death, 

When the police found Gorman 
lying in a stupor they assumed he 
was intoxicated and placed him in 
a cell for 45 minutes without medi- 
cal attention. A policeman noticed 
he had fallen to the floor. His 
brother was called and Gorman 
was taken to a hospital. Dr. Ar- 
thur Metz said he died either of a 
fractured skull or severe concus- 
sion of the brain, 

Gorman was known as “Senator” 
by his friends at Washington. He 
was a page in the House at 14, 
master-at-arms and clerk in the 
Senate and secretary to Senators 
William Lorimer and James McAn- 
drews.

And yet, I seem to see “Rock” 
with that quizzical smile on his 
round, battered face as I last saw 
him in the room of his uptown ho- 
tel a few weeks ago when he made 
his last visit to New York. 


Rockne Ordered to Rest. 


We had been discussing the mid- 
winter ‘“‘overemphasis” campaign 
on football which was then just 
about at its height. Notre Dame 
had just finished the second of its 
consecutive unbeaten seasons, two 
campaigns that had found the 
“Rockne Ramblers” winning game 
after game from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific “Rock” was always 
good copy for a football writer, 
with his pertinent, humorous ob- 
servations, but this time he had es- 
tablished himself in a temporary 
“hide-away” for a few days, and 
only two of us had known where 
to find him. He had just come on 
from Rochester, Minn., where the 
physicians of the Mayo Clinic had 
been overhauling him and he was 
still fighting the battle against 
thrombosis-phlebitis, the ailment 
which had laid him low during the 
1929 season. Even as we talked, 
he sat back in a big armchair 
wrapping a long rubber bandage 
around one leg. 

“Yes,” he said, “they have or- 
dered me to stop working. They 
tell me I’ve got to take a rest. Per- 
haps I'll have to do as they say. 
I'm going to drop some of my 
work, cut down on the writing and 
spend more time at home. 
a hard thing to do.

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‘Rockne’s Humor Spiced — | 
His Football Teaching: 


By Charles Dunkley 
Associated Press Sports Writer. 
CHICAGO, April 1.—Knute Rockne will be remembered first 
for his football accomplishments as ‘‘the Wizard of Notre Dame,” but 
of all the figures in the athletic world he was by far the most enter- 


taining. 

His fund of stories, told about. 
himself and about his players, was] 
inexhaustible and they were part 
of the tradition that has been burit 
up around him, He never was 
backward about asserting his opin- 
ions about football and its conduct. 
He was involved in more contro- 
versies over rule-making than any 
other coach in America. His de- 
velopment of the forward pass and 
the open-game of which the now 
much-discussed ‘‘shift’ was the 


leading and most controversial fea- 


ture, spread throughout the coun- 
try until at present there are more 
than 100 coaches using It. 

Although only 43 years old, pre- 
mature baldness, combined with his 
recent illness, made many think he 
Rockne was kid- 
ded quite a bit because of the ab- 
sence of hair on his head. He 
stopped the wisecrackers with this 
remark: 

“Well, Demosthenes didn’t have 
any hair, either.” 

Ready With Answers. 

Never was Rockne without a 
wise crack to fit every occasion. 
His tongue was as sharp as a sword 
and he would cut down a star foot- 
ball player just as soon as some 
stumbling fourth rater. His wise 
cracks and stories were gems. 

One of Knute’s select sayings 
was: 

“Be a good loser, don’t beef. But 
don’t lose.” 

Another one: 

“To hell with the guy who'll die 
for Notre Dame. I want men who 
will fight to keep it alive.” 

Once during a practice scrim- 
mage he yelled: 

“Heads up there, Joe; they won't 
give you a chance to tie your shoes 
in the Army game.” 

“Bend your knees, Joe. Throw 
away your knitting needles and get 
in the ball game, Remember this 
is football, rough but manly.” 

Rockne, possessing marvelous 
personality and magnetism, was a 
driver; yet there was nothing harsh 
about hfs methods. As an instruc- 
tor in chemistry and as an instruc-

tor on the gridiron, he gave boys 
sufficient time to master his sys- 
tem, but had no time for the 
youngster who failed to grasp 
them. There was.no place for that 
type in Rockne’s teams or classes. 
He was an insistent master and un- 
compromising demander of discip- 
line, but an undergtanding one, who 
was never harsh or abusive. He 
was famed as a master psycholo- 
gist. Few had his knack of ingpir- 
ing men. 
Short buat Effective, 


In 1925 Northwestern, one of 
Notre Dame’s major rivals, was 
beating the fighting Irish, 10 to 0, 
at the end of the half. Disgusted 
with the stumbling of his players, 
Rockne walked into the dressing 
room between halves, took one dis- 
gusted look at the athletes sprawled 
on the floor and snarled to As- 
sistant Coach Anderson: “Fighting 
Irish, eh; well, you can have my 
share of them.” Then he walked 
out. a 

That Notre Dame team went 
back into the gkhme fighting mad 
and in two successive drives down 
the field won the game, 13 to 10. 


That was the way Rockne did 
things. He knew the reactions of 
his players.. He knew thdir individ- 
ual faults. He krew how to correct 
them. 


Rockne made enuuns use of his 
story-telling capabflities in teach- 
ing little but important lessons on 
the practice field, too. Some of the 
most choice of this sort were those 
used to deflate the conceit of play- 
ers who came to Notre Dame with 
fancy prep reputations. 


Probably his favorite in this cat- 
egory was in the form of his be- 
tween-halves condolence of a huge 
and highly rated Notre Dame 
tackle who had found himself con- 
sistently brushed aside by his op- 
ponent during the first half. “The 
whole trouble is,” Rockne told him 
confidentially, “that fellow doesn't 
know who you are. Go out there

monious backgrounds in home 
furnishings to set off the color 
contrasts which distinguish the 
spring dress mode.

N extreme of contrast based on 
Av sharp clarity of black and 

white, is quite the most absorb- 
ing theme in spring coats. Black, 
brown or blue woolen models are 
stunningly collared in: snowy er- 
tnine or some other short hatred 
white fur, the collar adjustable to 
roll or drape in a seductive frame 
to the face and neck.
